Bcnson. Careful study of the returns area 
by orea showed the notion had no basl; 
whatsoever Jn fact. Still, it crops np from 
time to time as It H were the go.spel. 

Most Jiistorlans probably would argue that

that It Is their Job to try_ and sort out the 
two. 

It nevertheless Is clear that a good deal 
of the myth content results from the most 
arrant carcle.ssncss. There Is no sane rea- 
son why, through cither accident or Intent, 
we fihould amplify and perpetuate the mis- 
reading of men and cvent.s when genuine 
attention to the facts would establish at 
leaat the approidmalc truth.

The United Stales government sensibly i.s 
studying seriously the newest Russian pro- 
posals for a nucicnr lest ban. They arc per- 
haps the most earnest we have had to dale. 

We would get, It .seem.s, a world-wide po- 
licing .system involving nuclear checkpoints 
operating under International aulhorltjj. 
For the first lime. Inspections might be 
made of suspected treaty violations wLlliln 
the borders of Soviet Riussla. 

"Wo cannot tell now what resistance lo 
cirectlvc* enforcement we might meet In 
practice. The armistice' enforcers in Norlli 
Korea liavc been badly thwarted over the 
years. But we arc talking now about Ru-i-sla, 
not the Far East, and about the far more 
vital matter of nuclear disarmament. 
■ The important thing at. this stage Ls that 
we have before us the flret fairly solid hope 
that a real beginning may be made. Once 
.the tentative frarhowork has been set up for 
enforcement of an arms ban. we may find 
confidence increasing In both West and 
East that workable arrangements are truly

From this fral! start, much could flow. 
Certainly wc must think hard before wc say 
"no" to the ,lnlilnl try. 

The new Russian plan is not all bright 
' promise. Wc were determined that .small 
underground tests and others we consider 
-beyond detection should be exempted from 
any ban now settled upon. We want no prO' 
hlbillon that Is not enforceable. 

Yet, while leaving these tests out of its 
basic treaty proposal, the Soviet Union 
wants an informal ban on them, loo, In such 
an interwTl wo would explore means of 
making them, delectable. 

On principle we don't favor unenforceable 
agreements. But we might accept this much 
or one to get the larger pact going on de- 
tectable nuclear tests. 

If wc do so, however. It will not be because 
the Russians l;vavc buUdoicd Ms with claims 
■we are more Interested in controls than dis- 
armament. That's lllte saying those who 
Insist on stop lights at Intersections are 
more concerned with traffic 'control than 
preventing accidents. .
